Men Inclined Toward 


Free Trade. 


Boston Journal: President Cleveland 


in his message to congress exhorted 
American manufacturers and A merican 
farmers to turn their attention 
from 


their "narrow" home market to the great, 
broad, rich markets of the world. 


This is not the first proof that Mr. 


Cleveland has given that he is as woe- 
fully deficient in economic information 
aa he is in constructive statesmanship. 
He does not know, apparently, that this 
"narrow" market which he rails at is, or 
was until hia administration began, the 
largest, the most prosperous, the wealth 
iest, the most liberal on the planet. He 
does not know that, possessing 5 per cent 
of the population of the globe, this de- 
spised home market consumed 20 per 
cent of all the sugar pioduced in the 
world, 30 per cent of all the coffee,

the steel, 30 per cent of all the copper.3.5 
per cent of all the lead, 25 per cent of all 
the cotton, 33 per cent of all the wool, 33 
per cent of all the rubber, 40 per cent of 
all the coal, 50 per cent of all the tin. 
He does not know that we have as many 
miles of railroad as Europe, Asia and 
Africa combined; that one of our great 
internal water-ways, the St. Maiy's Falls 
canal, annually carries a commerce two 
and one-quarter million tons larger than 
the entire commerce of all nations on 
the Suez canal; that the tonnage which 
passes through the Detroit river in eight 
months of navigation exceeds by two 
and one-half million ton»the entire Brit- 
ish and foreign clearances at the great 
ports of London and Liverpool the year 
around. 


This "narrow" home market which ex- 


cites the ignorant derision of Grover 
Cleveland absorbs every year five times 
as much of our manufactured products 
as Great Britain exports of hers to all 
the world. The railroads of the United 
States transport annually some 620,000,- 
000 tons of merchandise, valued at $13,- 
930,587,840. 
Almost all of this is con- 


sumed by our own citizens. The aggre. 
gato imports of Great Britain, France 
Germany, Austria, Russia, 
Hungarj 


Spain, Belgium, Portugal, Italy, Turkej 
Switzerland, Denmark, Greece, Norwa 
and Sweeden, the Netherlands, Mexico 
Bolivia, Paraguay, Uruguay, Venezuela 
Peru, Guatemala, Nicaragua, Hayt 
and Morocco are§6,710.408,409. Deductin 
our own present exports to those coun 
tries—8660,000,000—there ia left the sum 
of 86,050,408,409, representing the tota 
imports of the markets of practicall} 
the entire world. If by some diplomat! 
magic President Cleveland could obtain 
for us an absolute monopoly of these 
mar .ets—if he could compel all these 
for jigners to come to our manufacturers 
and farmers for everything they bough 
—this whole wonderful foreign raarke 
would consume in a year merchandise 
equal only to about 45 per cent of tha' 
carried on the railways of the Unitei 
States for the consumption of the people 
of the United States in the same period 


Mr. Cleveland should go into seclusion 


long, enough to learn a few elementary 
facts about the resources of his country 
He should learn that in manufactures 
we exceeded Great Britian ten years ago 
by 81,579,570,191, Prance by $2,115,000,- 


000, and Germany by 82,305,000,000; that 
in 1880 his insignificant home market 
consumed an amount of home products 
equal in value to the entire accumulated 
wealth of Spain, to three times the in- 
crease in wealth in Great Britian in ten 
years, and to seven times the increase 
of Franqe for the same period. 
Mr. 


Cleveland and his satelites are forever 
holding up the "enormous" foreign trade 
of Great Britian for our emulation. But 
the entire exports of the United King- 
dom to foreign coutries in 1889 did not 
aggregate 50 per cent of the value of the 
merchandise carried in the same time 
on the Pennsylvania system west of 
Philadelphia. 


Does Mr. Cleveland remember the 


fable of the "dog who, with well-filled 
mouth, rashly grabbed at a tempting re- 
flection in the water? 
If tSe American 


people were to follow his advice and at- 
tempt to exchange the home market now 
in their possession for the elusive foreign 
markets which he pictures it would be 
the moat impressive instance of the folly 
of dropping substance for shadow in the 
whole history of the human race. 


his army thereafter. The best remedy 
for gatherings of unemployed, the self 
evident remedy, is employment, and no 
body denies that a direct defeat of the 
Wilson bill would be followed by a tre- 
mendous resumption in every line ol 
trade. 


THERE is nothing about the make-up 


of the commonwealers to commend them 
to anybody; but outside of it the wonder 
is that the American people, regardless 
of party, do not assemble in every village 
and city in the land, and adopt resolu- 
tions condemning the impotency of the 
present administration and the infamous 
policies it is trying to enact into law. It 
is most remarkable that the people will 
stand quietly by and submit to the ruin 
of prosperity that the leaders of the 
present party are forcing upon the peo- 
ple, and their bull headed determination 
to make matters still worse by the pas- 
sage of the Wilson bill. 
Every city in 


the land would be justifiable in calling 
meetings and declaring that the whole 
infamous and un-American 
business 


s'lould stop, and stop at once. 


IF the government were to go into the 


business of furnishing jobs to the un- 
employed, and those who have jobs were 
to strike and lose their jobs and apply 
like the others to the government for 
work, and, for the purpose of securing 
funds to pay those it gave work, the 
government were- to tax the capital 
formerly engaged where it gave men 
legitimate employment, and which was 
driven out of productive channels by the 
wild theories of the party in power, the 
countrj would be in about the position 
the economic logic of the Democratic 
party when applied in practice leads to. 


WHAT a tale of woe would have gone

These cities 
now stand on the high places and howl 
until the very air rings with the sound 
of their lamentations. It is true that in 
these and other cities the effect of these 
"Democratic Times," have been mani- 
fested, and in a manner calculated to 
disgust the ordinary citizen. 
Amid all 


this wreck of matter, blessed Decatur 
has calmly pursued the even tenor of 
her way. 


It is true there has been suffering and

He stated the -difference be- 
tween a trial where the accused has the 
benefit of the doubt and an examination 
into the probable guilt of one accused o 
a crime. In relation to dates fixed 
the Hart girl, he said dates-are not ma 
terial but events are. The human mind 
cannot be infallible as to dates but it is 
as to events.

It was on a date, but not 
three men can call to mind the date 
while all can recall the event. He then 
proceeded to attack the alibi attempted 
by the defense, which consisted largely 
in books and papers bearing certain 
dates. In referring to John Creekmur's 
book he stated that the book showed in 
oae part of the account between John 


question Mrs. Boyd swears she over- 
heard at her house. He insisted that 
the motive stood and could itet 6e wiped 
out. 
As to whether a crime was com- 


mitted, he said Boyd was found mortally 
injured beside the horse in the stall; 
that he did not go into the stall to feed 
the horse; there was no-reason why he 
should go into the stall. Birchfield says 
he tied the horse with four foot play. 
Xo man but an idiot would tie a vicious 
horse that way. They say the horse was 
snorting when they found Boyd lying 
beside him. No man ever heard a mad 
horse snort. The horse snorted because 
there was a thing he did not understand 
beside him. He held that if the theory 
of the, defense should be that Boyd fell 
thiough a hole that was in the mow over 
tho horse, which had 
no hay in 


it, it could not be maintained for 
tho reason that the hole was only large 
enough to admit the body of a man and 
no man could, if he stepped into the 
hole accidentally, fall through it, be- 
cause his limbs would catch. The testi- 
mony, he claimed, showed that the frac- 
ture was produced by a downward blowi 
and no horse could kick a man with a 
downward blow; that Dr Barnes tpsti 
fied that the most reasonable theory is 
that the fractures were produced by a 
succession of blows. Tho partition in 
the stall was 5J^ feet long and the space 
between the end of the partition and 
the back wall was 4 feet. The body of 
the horse, according to the testimony, is 
G1/^ feet long. Bond's head was against 
the partition, three feet from the man- 
ger, and the horse could not have kicked 
or struck Boyd and pioduced the inju 
ries and leave him in that position. 


At the inquest Creekmur suid the last 


time he saw Boyd alive he was in the 
hay mow. In this examination he said 
he last saw him on the separator that 
stood in the entry way of the barn, and 
he told Mrs. Boyd the last time l»e saw 
him he was throwing down hay. Bojd 
came to the house and asked Mrs. Boyd 
to get something extra for supper, as he 
would ask John Creekmur to eat with 
them. She put on the eggs to fry at 
once. When she was taking up tho eggs 
the little girl came in and told her 
mother Johnny Creekmur was running 
across the field. The mother looked and 
saw Creekmur going across the field and 
at once went to the barn and found her 
husband 
wounded beside the horse. 


Less than throe minutes after Boyd got 
back to the barn his skull was crushed 
and ho was lying beside the horse and 
Creekmur was crossing the field. Mr. 
Buckingham spoke one hour and fifty 
minutes. 


Attorney Johns followed for the de- 


fense. 1 He said in part: Your honor is 
asked to guess a man into jail. 
I have 


always understood that in an examina- 
tion just to hold a man to tho grand 
jury it must be done by evidence and 
not by argument. This case is based on 
three things: First, that there was a 
motive; Second, that Boyd was killed 
and Creekmur killed him; Third, that he 
ran away from the barn and hence that 
Creekmur killed Boyd. The court will 
have to take the position that John

expected that 200 of them will be 
sworn in and placed on duty Monday, 
when Coxey's proposed entrance to 
Washington is expected. 


E, A. Redstone, Coxey's local agent, 


said that several companies of men 
would be' organized here to-day and 
sent to join the 
Commonweal 
at 


Rockville or Gaithersburg, and that 
the recruiting would be kept up indus- 
triously until the army of peace en- 
tered Washington. 


The officers will guard all roads lead- 


ing to the city Sunday.

pox is epidemic between Ashland avo- 
nne and Halstead street and south of 
Forty-seventh 
street. 
Twenty - two 


cases have been discovered within the 
last forty-eight hours. The sanitary 
conditions of the territory are pro- 
nounced to be ripe for an alarming 
spread of the disease, chiefly on ac- 
count of the _ lack of drainage. Dis- 
ease-breeding cesspools abound in the 
neighborhood. 


Smallpox has got a firm foothold in 


the suburb of Knglewood, where the 
Kershaw public school at VVineer and 
Sixty-fourth streets, was closed yester- 
day by the health commissioner. The 
Longfellow school, at Throop street, 
near Nineteenth street, was closed 
also, but the health department de- 
nied that it was on account of the dis- 
ease, although all the children of the 
vicinity are being vaccinated. 


A house on Law avenue, w here the 


disease has been most malignant, was 
secured yesterday as a hospital, and 
all cases among woman and children 
in that neighborhood will be removed 
there. Trained nurses of the Visiting 
Nurses' association will care for all pa- 
tients there, o 


A colored woman, who had been ill 


nearly a week with smallpox in a room 
on State street, died there yesterday: 
The schools will be closed to-day for 
one week on account of May moving 
and this action will minimize the dan- 
ger of infection.
